Department cancelled

County commissioners were forced 
to postpone their discussion of alleged 
wrongdoings by some officers of the 
Crawford County Shenff Dept. when 
two commissioners failed to attend 
the November 14 special meeting. 

Commission chairman Robert 
Mclachlan said the meeting was called 
after articles appeared in the Sunday, 
November 10, Bay City Times criti- 
cizing the administration of the county 
sheriff dept., especially Undersheriff 
Tom Coors, McLachlan said county 
and state laws regulating public meet- 
ings allow for special meetings to be 
called with only an eighteen hour notice 
if three commissioners make the re- 
quest. Another rule that requires ten 
days notice could have becn waived 
had Commissioners Robert Smock and 
Joseph Callewaert been present to do 
so. Without the presence of the full 
board, McLachlan said the board could 
not address any major order of busi- 
ness because it would have required 
more than a simple majority vote. 

Since February 13, McLachlan said 
most of the commissioners have pur- 
sued the course of an outside impartial 
investigation to look into possible 
problems in the county sheriff dept. 

“It is indeed unfortunate for 
Crawford County that the inner work- 
ings of our law enforcement became 
public,” he stated. “The alleged ven- 
detia does not exist; however, we are 
united in our effort,” he said. McLach- 
lan said each commissioner took an 
oath to fulfill their obligation when he 
accepted his position. 

“TI am deeply troubled that it has 
become an issue of who drove the car, 
or what make of car they drove, and 
what they wore, whether it was a white 
shirt, blue shirt, or green shirt,” said 
McLachlan. “They have gone out to

A survey dealing with the over- 
crowding problem in Crawford 
AuSable Schools found 58.6% of the 
people responding favored returning 
the new elementary school constnuc- 
tion and operational i issucs to the bal- 
lot.

The school board discussed the 
survey results at its regular meeting 
Monday night, Nov. 18. The survey 
and input from a community forum 
will be used by the school board to 
help decide what step to take next to 
telicve overcrowding in the local 
schools. , 

Among the survey responses: 

* 85.3% believe the district has an 
overcrowding problern, 

* 86.7% said they were well-in- 
formed regarding the Sept. 25 bond 
issues, 

* 89.5% felt the best location for an 
additional elementary school is in the 
city of Grayling. 

* 92% understood the bond issue 
and operation millage both had to pass 
before the building would be con- 
structed. 

* 49.1% listed property taxes in 
general as a problem during the Sept.

Hatfield said he preferred to respond 
to the allegations against his depart- 
ment in a lengthy paid advertisement 
in his own words.

Crawlord County's newspaper 
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NRC votes to | move or demolish 
Rayburn and Truetiner lodges

The fate of the Raybum and Tru- 
ettner lodges turned bleak on Wednes- 
day, November 6, when the Natural 
Resources Commission (NRC) ap- 
proved having the buildings removed 
or demolished and the property re- 
turned to its natural state. 

Natural Resources Commissioners 
acted on recommendations by DNR 
director Roland Harmes and deputy 
director John MacGregor of Region II 


Headquarters, in Roscommon, 

Harmes said the buildings would be 
offered to local units of government 
first and then to nonprofit organiza- 
tions for removal. Buildings not re- 
moved will be demolished. 

MacGregorrecommended the DNR 
reject private sector and local govemn- 
ment use of the buildings and sell 
them to the highest bidder, to be re- 
moved from the premises. 

“This action can only strengthen 


our commitment to the principles of 
the Wild and Scenic River designation 
and diminish conflict that will occur if 
an inholding is created surrounded by 
public lands,” MacGregor wrote. 
MacGregor’s report stated that the 
Truetmer property was offered to Wild- 
life Division for use as a research 
Station/interpretive center, but it was 
rejected because of anticipated reno- 
vation and maintenance costs. No 
other division expressed interest in the 


facility. 

In an effort to preserve the historic 
lodges, Crawford County’s Board of 
Commissioners submitted a proposal 
to the DNR earlier this year requesting 
the Rayburn and Tructtner lodges and 
buildings and some of the surrounding 
acreage be deeded to the county. 

According to the Natural Resources 
Commission’s draft minutes of the 
November 6 and 7 mecting, commis-

Senior volunteers could heip 
ailing state park system 


After reading a news article about 
future financing of Michigan State 
Parks 1 would like to offer some 
possible soluuons that I have seen 
used elsewhere in the course of my 
winter journeys lo warmer regions. 
These snowbird joumncys have taken 
me all over the U.S, (and beyond) and 
so | have a wide range of experience 
entailing parks —- state, national, and 
local -- public to private --- plush to 
primitive. Hence I would like to share 
afew of my first hand eapenences as 
would be applicable to the current 
financial problems being faced by our 
Park System. 

I do not wish to dwell on negatives 
in this fetter so let me state up front that 
1] fee] privitization of a park systems is 
an admission of failure on our part to 
invest in future generations of 
citizenry. Let me further say that a 
state government should not dump its 
obligations on tax-starved cies and 
towns. Tuming your back onaproblem 
or an obligation does not make it go 
away. 

Enough said —- Let us move on. 

National Seashore — Padre Island 
(near Corpus Christi, Texas), U.S. 
National Park, primitive camping on 
the Gulf of Mexico. 

The hosts here were areured couple 
who were furnished a parking area 
with electrical service for their trailer, 
This couple greeted new comers, 
explained park rules and regulations 


and detailed the facilities and 
recrealional opportunities available. 
Park Rangers made a daily drive 
through to help Hosts as needed. The 
Rangers, for instance, helped start our 
rain saturated engine. 

Organ Pipe Cactus National Park 
-— Southem Arizona, U.S. National 
Park, large developed campgrounds 
with constant heavy usage. 

Volunteers here handied much of 
the Park Administrative and Public 
Relations work, leaving the Ranger 
staff free to perform maintenance work 
and toact as naturalists (give tours and 
talks). 

New Mexico State Parks — located 
throughout the state, New Mexico State 
Parks, developed parks mostly. 

Here the parks were serviced by 
State Park Rangers, bul a lot of the 
work was done by reured people whose 
remittance was free parking and 
electricity, One retired couple we met 
in Poncho Villa State Park had 
established this park as their summer 
residence -—— using a P.O. Box in 
Columbus for a mailing address, 

Apple Orchards, Methow Valley, 
Eastern Washington, private 
enterprise, parking, electricity, water 
and facilities plus piece-work pay. 

Due to increasing regulations 
conceming migrant labor housing, 
many orchards are using seniorcitizens 
(even if they are slower) for the 
seasonal work of spring tree pruning 


and fall apple picking, the advantage 
being they generally bring the own 
housiiy (iailers and motoriomes), 
You should by now sce a theme here 
~~ if not let me spell it out for you: 
SENIOR CITIZEN VOLUNTEERS 
WORKING FOR FREE PARKING, 
WATER ANDELECTRICITY. Now 
I realize that in the current political 
environment of Free Market -—- Me 
Now’ ism is not instilling in our youth 
the atuludes of social responsibility 
which results in phenomena like 
volunteerism and charity, but that is 
no reason to consider social 
responsibility to be a dead issue, Ifa 
small amount of seed money were 
uscd to: (1) hire good hands-on people 
managers Lo orchestrate the programs 
at the local level; and (2) provide perks 
such as those discussed in the examples 
above, I am sure that all parties 
concerned would benefit. The State 
Parks would tap a well trained, unused 
work force —- retirees —- at minimal 
cost. The senior citizens would gain 
satisfaction of being ‘useful and 
needed’ and attain affordable housing 
for the spring-summer months they 
spend in their home state. The real 
questions are: (1) does Lansing really 
wantto save and maintain our resources 
for future gencrations; and (2) is 
Lansing creative and flexible cnough 
to deal with the varicgarities induced 
by volunteer programs?

SQ WHAT DOES the recent 
election really mean. Everyone’s 
entitled to his/her own guess.

“possibly the best off-year election 
in the history of the Republican 
party.”

That’s when they 
usually go to a doctor and are soon 
diagnosed with the last stage, or 
full-blown AIDS (Acquired Immune 
Deficiency Syndrome). 

Schneider’s message is that some 
AIDS victims picked up the HIV 
virus when they were 20 years old. 
She said Magic could have picked 
up the HIV virus when he was 22. 
It’s hard to tell how long someone 
carries the HIV virus without know- 
ing it. What’s more important is 
that teens and persons in their early 
20s realize they are at risk too when 
itcomes to AIDS. Ail the messages 
about abstinence, monogamous re- 
lationships, and safe sex apply to 
them as well. 

Schneider urges anyone who feels 
they may have been exposed to the 
HIV virus to get screened. The 
blood test can be taken at some 
doctor’s offices and at the public 


health department. The tests can be 
handled anonymously. 

There has already been one case of 
AIDS reported in Crawford County 
and who’s to say how many area 
people are infected with the HIV vi- 
tus? The Michigan Health Dept. esti- 
mates as many as 50,000 persons in 
the state have the HIV virus. That’s 
about 50,000 too many, but perhaps 
it’s enough to make young people 
take notice. 


The Michigan Public Service 
Commission has issued a consumer 
advisory about “900” pay telephone 
numbers, 

Beginning Dec. 1, 1991, all 900 
information lines must have an open- 
ing statement telling callers the cost 
ofthe 900 call. The customer can then 
hang up before being charged. 

The 900 service must also tell chil- 


dren to hang up unless they have 
their parent’s permission to make 
ihe call. 

Additionally, local phone compa- 
nies will have to offer free blocking 
of 900 calls to residential customers. 
They also cannot disconnect local 
telephone service because of a 
customer's refusal to pay for dis- 
puted calls to 900 information lines. 
The long-distance company, how- 
ever, May report your name to a 


credit and collection agency if you 
fail to pay your bill.

900 NUMBER ALERT 


Although 900 numbers first ap- 
peared in 1980, they already have 
grown into a$1 billion-a-year indus- 
try. Some people have confused 
them with the free “800” numbers 
and have mung up large bills.

The burning of 47 churches in 
Florida since January 1, 1990, was 
reported in a small news article by 
Gerald Volgenua on Page 7A of the 
Saturday, Noveinber 9, 1991, copy of 
the Detroit Free Press.

On Thursday, November 21, the 
American Cancer Society will hold its 
1Sthannual Great American Smokeout 
Day, a nationwide program that 
encourages smokers to go 24 hours 
without lighting up or using chew

This year, as in the past ycars, the 
hospital, local schools, and some area 
businesses will participate. Babies 
born on that day will receive T-shirts 
with the words “I was born Smoke- 
Free.” 

Last year almost 36% of the nation’s 
50 million smokers participated in the 
smokcout. Almost 11% of them were 
able to stay off cigarettes. 

The benefit of quitting pays off, the 
U.S. Departmentof Health and Human 
Services says. Ten years after quitting, 
the death rate of former * smokers is 


about the same as for those who have 


never smoked.

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Bad weather school closing procedures announced 


The Crawford AuSable School 
District has announced procedures for 
canceling school due to inclement 
weather. The decision toclose schools 
is made when it is determined that 
buses cannot safely navigate the roads 
to pick up most students. Generally, 
the decision to close is not made until 
early morning after an evaluation of 
road conditions is completed. 
Conditions can change dramatically 
between late evening and early 
moming. 

Northern Michigan winters require 
driving en roads and in conditions 


which are less than desirable. 
Residents have to adjust to driving 
conditions and attempt to mect 
commitments throughout the winter 
even in marginal conditions. School 
busdriversa retrained and expericnced 
in driving school buses under adverse 
winter conditions. Recognizing that 
conditions may change after a decision 
is made, every effort is made to make 
the “right call” based on conditions at 
the time and forecasts from the U.S. 
Weather Service. The objective is to 
keep school in session if itis reasonable 
and safe to do so.
